1. WASTING NO TIME IN PICKING UP ARCHBISHOP'S OFFER TO PROVIDE 
MINUTES OF CROWN COUNCIL MEETING AT WHICH PARIS PROTOCOL 
WAS DISCUSSED (REF B), GRIVAS ISSUED REPLY SEPT 19 DEMANDING
